To your correspondent this afternoon he 
spoke free'y and positively about political 
matters and political candidates, volunteer- 
ing his views about affairsand men with a 
freedom of expression and an utter lack of 
all constraint in remarkable contrast with the 

ersistent reserve and caution with which 

e has been wont to converse for years. In- 
Stead of taciturn he is now a notably talka- 
tive man and a man of very ‘pronounced 
opinions. He freely declared that he would 
rather see Conkling president than any other 
man in the United States; that he thought 
the democrats had so good a chance this time 
that he wanted them to make 
a good nomination, so as to as- 
sure a good president if they were 
Victorious and that of the demo- 
Crais prominently talked of he thought Ran- 
dall would make a good, safe president if the 
country had to take a democrat. Asked what 
he thought of Bayard, he flatly declared that 
he would rather see any other man in the 
country president. Speaking of Tilden's can- 
didacy, he said, if he got elected and deliv- 
ed his inaugural, he would never give his 
Vice-president any chance of the succession, 
but would keep him before the country as 
the president for his full term of four years, 
even if he dies the day after the inauguration. 
Upon other topics of leading interest at pres. 
ent he was equally open in the expression of 


his views, defining his position in regard to* 


the tariff as in favor of the repeal of the in- 
ternal revenue taxes to get rid of the 
army of oflfice-holders anda tariff to’ put a 
figure which would just supply enough reve- 
nue for reasonable expenses, placing that tar- 
iff on such articles as would make it an 
effective protection to American industries.

THE AMERICAN BXPOSITION, 


The Great Show in Beston—Speech by Governor Jar 
vis, of Nurth Caro ina. . 

Boston, September 5.—The opening exer- 
cises of the American exposition of the man- 
ufacturers and machanics institute took peace 
to-day. The exercises were held in the ball 
at the north end of the building in the pres- 
ence ofa large number of invited guests. It 
was 12:15 o'clock before the governor entered 
upon the platform, followed by his staff and 
the guests of the occasion. Among the party 
were Secretary Chandler, Lieutenant Governor 
Ames, and represeptatives of foreign govern, 
ments. The exercises began with prayer by 
Rey. Edward Everett Hale, D.D. John M 
Little, in a tew words, presented as 
the presiding officer his excellency 
Governor Butler who delivered 
the Opening address, This was followed by 
speeches from Secretary Chandler, Judge 
Symmes, of Denver: Governor Jarvis, of 
North Carolina; Julian Ward Howe, and 
others, and an oration by General Francis A, 
Walker. Governor Jarvis, in responding for 
the south, to Governor Butler's welcome, 
said he came not to shake hands over tue 
bloody chasm, but to clasp hands with New 
Englana over the growing prosperity of the 
united people. The differences which led to 
the war had been settied. When the southern 
people came back into the union they came 
pledged to loyalty, but under reconstructive 
policy adopted by congress, formed their 
state and county governments in the hands of 
persons who did not serve the interests of the 
sections in which they lived. This was wbat 
made ths south solid, not hatred of the gov- 
@rament, but a desire for wise laws justly 
administeied. Thedevelopment of the south 
had been confined mostly to the past ten 
years. In North Carolina over 20 new cotton 
iectories bad been erected, and factories in 
wood and iren were improving all 
ever North Carolina. To-day there 
Wes Aaspiritof contentment. Our business 
and pubiic interest, he said, require that 
there’shall be no more harga speaking of 
one section by another. [I bid yor, to join 
me inthis sentiment. “Our united country, 
to thee wecling.”” Mayor Palmer was the 
last speaker, And at the end of his remarks, 
the governor tormally declared the~ exhibdi- 
tion open.

VIRGiNIA COUPONS. 


Judge Bond Decides that they are a Lega 
fer Jaxes. 


RicHMoND, September 5.—A decision of the 
utmost importance was rendered yesterday 
by Judge Bond, of the United States circuit 
court concerning the state debt. Afvcer the 
decision was rendered by the United States 
qupreme court last spring in the Virginia 
debt case, counsel for the foreign bondhold- 
ers in London, through their attorney, Wil- 
liam Royal, in New York, instituted a 
a number of suits in.the circuit court of 
the United States here, to test the conclusions 
which Royal insisted that the decision led to. 
Judge Bond decided these cases yesterday. 
He holds, first: That the tenderof coupons 
for taxes is a legal tender; that all the conse- 
quences which flow from any other legal 
tender flow from this, and that this 
is the effect of the supreme court deci- 
sion. Second. That the oflicers of the state 
will be enjoined from levying on a tax 
payer’s property after.a tender of coupons has 
been made. Third. That as the questions in 
these suits depend upon the constitutionality 
of the state’s legislation, suits arise under the 
constitution, and that the circuit court of the 
United States have jurisdiction of them with 
out regard to the citizenship of the parties, 
Judge Bond's jurisdiction existed over the en- 
tirestate. If his decision is reversed it:-would 
seem that the state can collect no more 
revenues until she provides for the coupons.

His next venture was the building up of the 
Gould railroad system in thesouth and west, 
beginning with the purchase of the Missouri 
Pacific. 
the point where money making was an oOb- 
ject, and his idea in carrying out the system 
was to see what could be done by combina- 
tions. Thesystem now extended, he said, 
through Ohio, Illinois. Indiana, Michigan, 
Arkansas; Texas, Louisiana, 
Indian territory and Mexico, and its con- 
struction was completed last year. It em- 
braces ten thousand miles of road.. When he 
took posséssion of these lines their earnings 
aggregatedabout $7,000 a month. The earn- 
ings for the past month were $5,500,000, He 
said he was now a director on the Chicago and 
Northwestern, the Chicago and Rock Island, 
the Delaware, Lackwanna and Western, the 
New York and New England, and several 
smaller companies. 

HiS TELEGRAPHIC CONNECTIONS. 

His telegraphic connections, he said, was 
incidental to his railroad interests, the two 
being intimately related. He had been in- 
strumental in starting the American Union 
tocompete with the Western Union, but 
finding this impossible, he had turned his 
attention to getting hold of the Western 
Union. His object in securing control of 
the Western Union wasto make his friend, 
General Eckert, business manager of the 
Western Union company. He said its value 
was nearly. equal to its capitalization. 
He thought 7 per cent was a fair estimate of 
the earning power of the company. The 
value of its franchises could not be estimated 
by any known means. I[tscontracts with rail- 
roads had been made under varying™:iicum.- 
stances. Its stock was distributed all over 
the country, sixty millions of it being held 
by investors, and he thought that within two 
years every share of this’ stock now upon the 
market would be absorbed, There might be 
water in the Western Union, but the same 
could be said of all kinds of property which 
had increased in value.

With regard to the labor problem, he said 
that labor and capital, if left to themselves, 
would bring about a satisfactory adjustment 
of their difiiculties. There was no panacea 
for the discontent of one or other. He be- 
lieved that labor got its fair share of the pro- 
duct of labor and capital, and_ that 
the. returos for capital were con- 
stantly growing less. The cause 
of the present discontent o the 
classes was thatthere wasa surplus of labor 
in this country, owing to the large immiigra- 
tion and the stoppage of railroad building.

While no definite information is at 
hand upon the subject it is thought in gov- 
ernment circles here that China considered 
the French conduct in compelling the Ann:- 
mites to sign’ the Hue convention as an act of 
war against the Chinese rights, and at once 
decided to fight without further parley. 
THE LINE OF MARCH, 

The 15,000 troops moved beyond the frontier 
were hurried across the Tenguin country 
lying between that frontier and the Song Koi 
river in Tonquin in asouthwesterly direction. 
The reports received to-day show that the 
Chinese troops lost no time in crossing the 
Song Koi river and in marching straight upon 
Haidoung, one of the first places taken by the 
French after they succeeded in mastering 
Hanoi. Intelligence has just’ been. re- 
ceived that at the approach of the 
Chinese troops toward Haidoung 
the Annamite_ forces, under’ French 
supervision, marched out in force to. oppose 
their progress. The Annamites were repulsed 
by the Chinese, who at last accounts were 
fighting their way toward Haidoung. The 
forward movement of the Chinese troops 
across the Song Koi valley and river bas taken 
the French by surprise. It is believed in 
Shanghai that the Chinese have already taken 
Haidoung, the troops will next march against 
Hanoi. The advance army is being well sup- 
ported by the army massed at the frontier, 
which is being constantly reinforced. 

THE CHINESE AND FOREIGN. NATIONS, 

Under date of Jaffa, July 30, C. G. Gordon, 
known as Chinese Gordon, wrote to the New 
York Herald as follows: The Chinese in 
their affairs with foreign nations are fully 
aware of their peculiar position, and count 
with reason that a war with either France or 
another power will bring them per force 
allies on the side of England. Theonly pow- 
er thatcould go to war with them with im- 
punity is Russia, who can attack them by 
land. I used the following argument to them 
when.I was there. The present dynasty of 
China is a usurping one—the Mantchou. We 
may say that it exists by sufferance at Pekin, 
and nowhere else in the empire. If you look 
at the map of China, Pekin is at the extrem- 
ity of the empire, and not a _ week’s 
march from the Russian, frontier. -A 
war with Russia wouldimp!ly captureof Pekin 
and the fall of the Mantchou dynasty, which 
would never dare to leave it, forif they did 
the Chinamen in the south would smite 
them. I said, ‘‘If you go to war, then move 
the queen bee—i. e. the emperor—into the cen- 
tre of China, and then fight; if not, you must 
make peace.

A PREACHER’S MISFORTUNE, 
Special to The Constitution. 
STONE MountTAIN, September 5.~—Rev. J. T. 
Pryor is a Baptis: preacner living in Morgan 
county near the,city of M idison. He is said 
to be a fine preacher, well educated and a deep 
thinker and expounder of the scriptures. ‘He 
is about 35 years of age, has a wife ‘and two or 
three children. Reports say that duriag bis 
college days he went home with a schoolmate 
to spend a few days, that during his visit he 
attempted to enter the bedroom = of a female 
member of the family and that for this act he 
was severely chastised by the male members 
of the family. Soon after this he left the state 
and went to California, where he lived nine 
years. Durihg his stay there he conducted 
religious paper in which he was 
unfortunate financially. He married while 
there his present wife, who, 
it is said was from the state of Missouri. He 
returned from Californiato his old home in 
Morgan gounty about three years ago. Soon 
after his return he was called to the pastorage 
of Indian creek church in DeKalb county, 
which is about midway between Decatur and 
Stone Mountain,and near the tewn of Ciarks 
ton. Kev. Mr. Pryor is said to be an extreme 
Baptist, helding the doctrine that no one is 
entitled to partake of the Lord’s Supperexcept 
at the church of which they are a member, 
and he not being a member of Indian 
creek church, never joined the church 
at the communion table. This several of the 
old members objected to, and a few of them 
refused to hear him preach of late. With 
this exception heis said to have been satis- 
factory to the church as a pastor. He 
preached at Indian Creek once a month, 
coming from Morgan county on Friday and 
remaining over until Monday. During these 
visits he would stop with members of the 
church in the neighborhood. 
TALKING LOVE. 

It is charged that at various

bers of the church. Soon after he« entered 
the church and while reading his Bible pre- 
paratory to opening the morning service, he 
Was waited on by an officer of 
the chureh and asked to take a_ short 
walk with him. At the door’ they 
were joined by another officer of church; 
who soon tnformed him the object of the 
interview, was to ask an explanation of cer- 
tain reports tbat had reached them, telling 
him of the reports before méntioned. He is 
said to have made no positive denial, but did 
deny any evilintention of purpose in any of 
his acts or conversations. That he wasso full 
of magnetism that he could not prevent peo- 
ple from being drawn to him, that he

penitentiary, south of this city, from Wyan- 
dotte county, as follows: Rey. John Harris, 
on a five years’ sentence; Abel Webster (oniy 
released last January) grand larceny, seven 
years; James and Samuel Collins, brothers, 
three vears each; Sullivan, grand Jarceny, 
three years, here was a sixth, George Dun- 
bar, sentenced to three years for carrying on 
a contidence game, but he was shot by the 
sheriffas he was attempting to escape from 
jail on last Tuesday and is not expected io 
live. The most important prisoner,of course, 
is the one with reverend in front of hisname. 
He will be recognized as the Olathe banker, 
arrested for receiving deposit Ss while his bank 
was in a failing con dition, he knowing it to 
be so. His defalcation was $54,000. When 
the bank was closed the total amount in its 
vaults was $278. He was afraid to trust bim- 
to tag opinion in kis own county, and 
took a change of venue to Wyandotte county. 
As his wag the first case under the present 
Statute the trial proceeded slowly and with 
great care, twenty-six days being occupied, 
one week in arguments. gut his offense was 
plain, and there were no mitigating circum- 
stances. Married the second time and with 
no children, and having a divorced wife, his 
attorneys could not appeal to the feelings 
and passions of the jury. Still he appeared 
confident of acg uittal during bis 
trial, though he conducted himself as though 
he was entirely indifferent and unconcerns vd. 
His wife and mother were present during the 
trial an@ also affected an indifference waich 
disappeared when, on last Friday, he was de- 
Clared guilty. They then went tome, and 
have not seen him since,and wil! not now four 
five long years, ifever. Harris hitiself, how- 
ever. kept up his show of indiiference, not 
only through the trial, but when the verdict 
was rendered, and from that to the passing of 
sentence upon him on Tuesday last. Even 
then hedid not change, but maintained his 
bearing, which was very dignified, head erect, 
until he entered the prison walls. There 
he passed through the examination 
in the same manner, handing over 
his gold watch and $1 75 to be sent to his 
wife; but when he was taken to the bath 
house, given a suit of. striped clothing and 
again brought into the light of day in being 
taken to his cell, his air was changed. Instead 
of the dignified gentleman, with head erect. 
in him was recognized the felon who feels his 
disgrace and his punishment.

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SAFE BLOWERS. 


An Intere stlug Story Concerning the Trie of Crooks 
Arrested in Atlanta. 

Dr. Foute, one of Atlanta’s stationhouse 
keepers, who is just back from Loudon, Tenn., 
where he went to testify in bebalfof the state 
in the trial of West, Morrison and Conley, the 
three safe blowers, who were arrested in this 
city last fall, tells an interesting story about 
the safe blowers, which has bad its origin 
since their transportation to Tennessee. Dr. 
Foute said: The jail at Loudon was insecure 
when the three prisoners were taken there for 
incarceration. ‘The people, however, were 
determined to keep’ their prisoners 
and purchased a new steel cage 
for which they paid $1,700. This cage was 
piaced in the center of the jail and the three 
prisoners were put inside of it. Sheriff Foute 
smiled when he saw the crooks inside of the 
$1,700 inclosure, because he believed them 
safe. But imagine hissurprise when he en- 
tered the jail che next morning and examined 
the cage finding the door nearly open and the 
bars wrenched from their fastenings. Only a 
few hours more labor and the three men 
would have been at liberty. A careful exam- 
ination of the cage was then made, and re. 
suited in ascertaining that it was absolutely 
Soon after this affair a negro 
boy who was employed about the jail 
came to Sheriff Foute and informed him that 
one of the prisoners bad offered him ten dol- 
lars to mail a letter forhim. Sheriff Foute in- 
structed the boy to take the ten dollars. and 
the letter if the offer was again made, but to 
be certain to bring him the letter. A day or 
two later the boy appeared before the sheriff. 
On his face there wasa broad grin. in one 
hand he held a letter and in the other a ten 
doilar gold piece. The tableau needed no in- 
terpretation. Sheriff Foute tock the letter, 
but declined the ten dollars. The letter was 
addressed to a man in Indianap< lis—Dr, 
Foute has iorgotten the name—wno was a 
pal of the three crooks.: It detailed 
to him @the condition in which. the 
three were at that time and asked for help to 
effect an escape. The letter informed the 
Indianapolis crook just what tools would be 
required to get out. 

in a few days an answer to the letter came, 
Itread: ‘“‘Youruncle is outofthecity. He 
will return on the night of the 21st; will de- 
liver your message then.’” Shelf loute in- 
terpreted this to mean thatthe aid would 
arrive on the night of the 2ist. He took into 
his confidence a few trust wortby men, and 
when the night of the 21st came, they were 
ready to receive the rescuing party. Sheriff 
Foute remained at the jail and one of his aids 
watched the train. From the train which ar- 
rived early on the night of the 2lst aman 
with a-grip sack in his hand stepped. 
He was shadowed. He sought no 
botel, but after walking around for awhile 
came to a pile of lumber on the side of a 
In that pile of lumber he secreted his 
valise, and then sought the locality of the jail. 
After tinding the jail the strarger returned to 
the lumber pile and secured his valise. He 
then began moving toward tbe jail, Near the 
jail he met the jail boy. A few words passe d 
between the two. The boy Tiki naged to let 
the man know his position. This induced 
the man to become inquisitive, and when the 
man ascertained that the boy with whom he 
was talking was the boy who maiied the letter, 
He asked the boy 
where he could hide. The boy directed him 
to the basement of the ceurthouse, where 
the man hid bimself while the boy started 
for the jail wi h the valise which he promised 
to deliver to the prisoners. Once inside the 
jail the boy gave the yatise to Mr. Foute, who 
opened it and found therein’ every thing 
needed to work a successful escape. 

Immediately after learning the contents of 
the valise Sherift Foute went to the old court 
house cellar and at the entrance called out 
to the man within: 

‘Come out of there. 

There was no response and the sheriff re- 
peated his command tvo or tbree times. At 
last he heard a noise in the cellar and going 
to the door, he said: 

‘Come, and come with your thumbs up, or 
I’}) kill you. 

Tnis had the desired effect and the rescuer 
came outwith both thumbs pointing up. 
He was then placed in jail with the men he 
came torescue. The next day he was given 
a hearing before a justice and his bond was 
fixed at $2,000. The attorney for the crook 
secured a reduction in the bond and the man 
put up $1,000 and skipped. 

Subsequent to that attempt the prisoners 
were removed to the jail in Chatianooga. 
There they were photographed in chain§. 
When a trial was found impos-ible, a few 
weeks ago in Loudon and the prisoners were 
remanded to jail, they were taken te Knox- 
ville.
